He wuas
armigned before Justice Remsen yester-
day oa the complaint of A. E. Wilscm,
the mallroad detective, who made the ar-
rest. Dahiman pleaded gullty to stealing
$3.46 in four robberies perpetrated during
the last four weeks. The boy explains
his act on the ground of moral irve-
sporsibllity.

*I must have had some weakness of
mind,” he sald to an Evening World re-
porter to-day. “I know It is wroag to
sbeal, but I didn’t realize that in taking
@« little money from that drawer I was
eommitting & crime.”

Fred is a nice-appearing boy, well
grown and grect. He looks one straight
in the eye, llke an honest chap, and his
fone is sincere and convincing.

Victim of Circumstances.

"You see, I fell into & trap of circum-
stance about a momnth ago,”’ he con-
tinued. “I meeded a little ready cash.
I eouldn't very well wait for my wages
to come due. I knew that there was
money In the ticket agent’'s drawer—
mwoney to burn—that no one would be

' any the wiser for my helping myself to.

I went down to the station that night,
opened the door with a poker, forced
open the drawer and helped myself to
80 cents.”

It wasn't much to take, but it was all
Fred needed. Maybe he felt that he
was just advancing himself a part of
Jis daily earnings. The boy has re-
salved 65 cents a day from the raliroad
company for filllng and caring for the
station lamps.
